GERMANY HELD 
SCRAP OF PAPER 


Britain Denies Yanks’ 
Right to Collect. 


(Copyright: 1924: By the New York Times:] 
PARIS, Dec. 21. — In the dispute 
with the American government over 


our sharing in 
German payments 
to the reparations 
commission under 
the Dawes plan, 
the British gov- 
ernment has tak- 
en the position 
that the Berlin 
treaty between 
America and Ger- 
many is entirely 
without value le- 
gally as an instru- 
ment under which 
we might collect 
from the German 
government. 

Foreign Minis- 
ter Austen Cham- 
berlain of Great Britain assumes the 
position that Germany had no right 
to make any financial promises to the 
United States in that treaty, because 
she \had already in the Versailles 
treaty assigned to me one else, 
namely, the allies, a lien on all her 
resources. This argument was set 
forth fully in Mr. Chamberlain's recent 
note to Secretary Hughes, which con- 
stitutes the first official statement on 
that position by any allied nations, 
although they have often voiced it 
unofficially. 


Sees No Chance for United States. 


Since Mr. Chamberlain makes argu- 
ment that the terms of the Berlin 
treaty give us no legal claim, since he 
makes the point that the Versailles 
treaty constitutes a lien on all Ger- 
many can pay, and since he is unwill- 
ing that the United States shall share 
what the allies collect, it would appear 
that his inevitable conclusion is that 
America has no legal right to collect 
from Germany for our damage claims. 

Indeed, the foreign minister makes 
it quite clear that he didn’t expect 
that we would try to collect. He 
argues that for the three or more years 
during which the allies have been re

Quotes Hughes’ Speech. 


If that is not regarded as sufficient 
support of his position that America’s 
desire to have part of whats is paid 
under the Dawes plan is entirely new 
and, therefore, surprising, his note 
quotes Secretary Hughes’ speech at 
New Haven Dec. 29, 1922, in which Mr. 
Hughes said: “We are not seeking 
reparations. We, indeed, are asking 
for reimbursement of the cost of our 
army of occupation. .. . But we 
are not seeking general reparations. 
Weare bearing ourown burdens. ... 
No demands of ours stand in the way 
of a proper settlement of the repara- 
tions question.” 

Mr. Chamberlain’s note intimates 
there is a discrepancy between these 
words made in the speech which pro- 
posed the committee of experts and the 
present stand of America. 


American Secretary's Retort. 

In his reply, Mr. Hughes answers 
this point by saying that when he used 
the expression “ general reparations” 
he referred to reparations in the sense 
that the allies shaped their demands, 
which include pensions and allowances 
for soldiers’ families, and makes the 
point that our claims are limited strict- 
ly to damages to persons and property. 
On this score the French contend that 
their prospects under the Dawes plan 
are already below what they have actu- 
ally spent on property damage, and, 
therefore, the American claim is of 
the same sort as theirs. More than 
half of the: British claim is made up 
of pensions. 

In his reply to Mr. Chamberlain, Mr. 
Hughes defends the Berlin treaty by 
indirection. Instead of basing his 
argument directly on the validity of 
the Berlin treaty he takes the stand

The American memorandum of Nov. 
16, to which the Chamberlain note is 
a reply, set forth that the Dawes re 


port itself provides annuities therein 
provided shal] represent the sum total 
to be demanded of Germany by the 
allied and associated powers, and that 
obviously meant the inclusion of Amer- 
ica in the benefits of the Dawes plan. 

Mr. Chamberlain replies he under- 
stood the American government had 
no official connection with the Dawes 
plan, and consequently is not in a po 
tion to seek benefits from a plan in 
which it took no part, the American 
experts being private citizens of the 
United States called in by the allied 
members of the reparations commis- 
sion. Mr. Chamberlain adds that if 
Washington gave instructions to the 
American experts to put such a pro 
vision in the Dawes plan, it wag not 
the understanding of the British es- 
perts that it meant American partict- 
pation. 

To this Mr. Hughes carefully replies 
that he gave no orders to the Amer'- 
can experts, but took occasion to let it 
be known he wished inserted the pro 
vision referred to. He further argues 
that, regardless of the genesis of the 
Dawes plan, it was approved by the 
govérnments at the London confer- 
ence, in which America participated,

George Tchitcherin; the soviet minister of for- 
eign affairs, has sent Secretary Hughes a sharp 
nete.

Mr. Tchitcherin ie described as being furious, 
viewing it as a piece of capitalistic insolence. We 
suspect that he welcorhes the incident as a chance 
to have a diplomatic interchange with the United 
States. It is almost as good as being recognized. 
It is a purely bolo prerogative to invade other ter- 
ritories and create a disturbance.

CO-ORDINATE OUR WATERWAYS. 
Cairo, [ll., Dee. 15.—Your editorial on 
the i4th, “Connect Chicago to Gulf,” 
strikes an essential chord in river trans 
portation and Chicago drainage The 
two should be codrdinated, as you say. 
In flood season 1.000 cubic feet per 
second is not needéd, neither for sanita- 
tion nor navigation. During this season 
it might be shut off and turned in during 
the dry season. It would then serve 
both purposes, nor would it then lower 
the lake so much, nor jedépardize lower 
river regions by raising the rivers in 
flood time. 
But we should carry this idea of co- 
ordination further. We should combine 
with them river safety. Navigation and 
sanitation are the two big functions of 
rivers, but safety must be a considera- 
tion or these will not be so much needed. 
To facilitate these functions, a series af 
dams could be built in the tributaries of 
the main rivers, which would hold back 
large quantities of water during flood 
time, to be released during dry time. 
This would make navigation good and 
supply enough water all the time to 
destroy the poison effects of the sewage 
from the cities, and at the same time 
keep the crest line of the rivers so low 
they would not be dangerous. 
Chicago must have drainage. The 
health of her millions demands it, but 
ue cannot be allowed to endanger the 
health of others along the line to get it. 
The Dllinois river, they say, in dry weath- 
er or low stages, is an evi! smelling and 
death dealing river. Only a large voi- 
ume Of water flowing through it all the 
time will offset this condition. The 
10,000 cubic feet per second is not sufii- 
cient In low water times. This extra 
amcant necessary can only be had from 
storage reservoirs in the tributary riv- 
ers. A system of reservoirs in the tribu- 
taries of our main rivers wil) solve these 
three problems. [hey should all be co- 
ordinated in any river improvement.

Law Dates Back to 1508. 


Taking a contrary view, Attorney 
General Larreta claims that the gov- 
ernment’s right to apostolic appoint- 
ments is derived from a papal bull 
Gated in 1508, conferring such right in 
the new world on the king of Spain. 
This right, it is contended, passed to 
the Argentine government when Argen- 
tina declared her independence of 
Spain. 

The opinion advises the foreign 
minister that Mgr. Boneo must sum- 
mit his credentials in order that the 
government may determing with the 
approval of the Argentine Supreme 
court, whether or not to grant the 
prelate an exequatur to exercise his 
functions within Argentine territory. 
It says also that the monsignor should 
be warned that if he continues to re- 
fuse to produce his credentials such 
an extraordinary attttude not only wil! 
have to be conside as provocation 
and an act of rebellion and disobedi- 
ence to the government, but also wil! 
carry the consequences and punish- 
ment contemplated by the section of 
the penal code which makes it a crime 
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to execute papai bulls, decrees or other 
orders “which need the approval of 
the government for fulfillment without 
having obtained such approval.” 


Strained Relations Aggravated. 

A dispatch from Buenos Aires, Dec. 
6, said the strained relations between 
the Argentine. government and the 
Vatican, due to tre refusal of the Vat- 
ican to recognize the Argentine gov- 
ernment’'s selection of Mgr. De Andrea 
as archbishop of Buenos Aires, ap- 
peared to have been aggravated by the 
Vatican's nomination of Mgr. Boneo 
as apostolic governor of the Buenos 
Aires diocese without the pope having 
consulted the Argentine church au- 
thorities, who already had named a 
governor of their own selection.
